Dear Members and Coin Clubs, 


One of my strong interests and concern is about the exchange of coin club 
newsletters and hulletins. 


WHY? You may ask why does this ruffle my feathers. First of all I think that 
a strong and active coin club should be in close contact with the membership in 
addition to regularly held meetings. Periodic newsletters and bulletins to the mem- 
bership keeps them informed, especially those that may have missed a meeting or two. 
This again stimulates the interest of that member and makes him or her take note 
of the next meeting date so as not to miss the activities and action reported in 
the previous newsletter and bulletins. In the event a coin club can not afford a 
newsletter and bulletin, a post-card type notice would be an inexpensive member- 
ship reminder. Just let that member know that he or she does belong to YOUR coin club. 
Yes, it is YOUR coin club--keep it active and informational. 


Now that your coin club has a regularly scheduled newsletter and bulletin, 
why not exchange it with other coin clubs in the area? This exchange may be a good 
source of information as well as ideas for YOUR coin club to become a meeting place 
of interest to the membership. If your coin club meetings are informative and in- 
teresting with new ideas being tried through this newsletter and bulletin exchange 
plan, then too, your membership will grow and your coin club will prosper. 


At the same time, your coin club will be kept informed of other coin clubs' ®. 
annual coin shows and other activities so that there will be NO conflict in dates 
between two or more coin clubs in a close proximity. Since coin shows are the 
back-bone and prime source of a coin club's finances, there should be a closer 
relationship between all coin clubs in this scheduling of coin show dates. Here 
again, exchanging of newsletters and bulletins between coin clubs can avoid this 
disastrous problem. 


This them brings one other thought to mind--if your coin club is selling 
raffle prize tickets for the annual coin show, why not send forty to fifty tickets 
to other coin clubs in your area? Just an idea for another money raiser for your 
coin club. Delta Coin Club does it, why does not your coin club? The most you can 
be out is the postage. 


This is why I believe in close contact with area coin clubs through the ex- 
change of newsletters and bulletins, or whatever your coin club refers to its 
club's periodical. 


Think about it, and let's start the exchange idea rolling.
